INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Members of the City Councils and Friends: 


As we stand at the close of one municipal administration 
and at the beginning of another, it is highly proper to 
briefly review the record of the past year, before beginning 
a forecast of the work which we hope to accomplish during 
the municipal year upon which we have now entered.

The municipal debt at the beginning of the last year was 
$312,000.00, of which $125,000.00 was classed as general 
indebtedness and $186,600.00 as water works construct- 
ion. Of this amount $212,000.00 bore interest at the rate 
of four per cent. and the balance at the rate of four and 
one-half and five per cent. 

One of the first problems which your Mayor and the 
joint standing committee on finance attempted to solvew as 
to see by what means and in what manner the city’s debts 
could be put in a more stable form and at a lower rate of 
interest, the notes of the city being liable to be called at 
any time and to bear a higher rate of interest. 

In addition to these questions was the problem of so 
providing for the payment of the bonds when issued in such 
amounts as could be paid without bearing too heavily upon 
our taxpayers. These problems required much study and 
no little anxiety. 

A plan was finally decided upon by which $120,000.00 of 
general indebtedness bonds were issued, payable at different 
periods during twenty years from date, and retiring 
$55,000.00 of the bonds before the expiration of twenty 
years, also $177,000.00 of water works construction bonds 
payable at different periods during twenty years, and retir-

ing $45,000.00 of the bonds during that period. All of the 
bonds bear four per cent. interest, payable semi-annually. 

It was anticipated that our bonds would sell at a premium 
of at least five and one-half per cent., and the amount of the 
bonds issued was $15,000 less than the amounts of the 
debts to be funded. The bond sale was very thoroughly 
advertised and the bonds were sold on the fifteenth day of 
December, the whole issue being taken by E. H. Gay & 
Co., at $10,979, plus accrued interest from the date of the 
bonds, Oct. Ist, to date of delivery. 

This premium was the largest premium paid for that 
class of bonds, so far as we have been able to learn, and 
left a surplus of nearly $14,000 after payment of the ex- 
penses of the issue, and this has been used in part toward 
paying the cost of construction of the new grammar school 
building, and in part on account of interest on our bonds 
due April Ist. There is still in the city treasury about 
$2,500 of premiums available toward the payment of the 
city’s debt. 


Considering the premium at which the bonds sold, our 
interest rate is reduced below three and a quarter per cent. 
and results in an annual saving to the city of $3,610. 


WATER WORKS. 


The water works of the city are now earning enough 
above the expenses of operation to pay the interest on the 
bonds and something more. As the system is extended 
and the earnings increase, we shall shortly be laying aside 
a surplus to meet the payment of the bonds as they mature. 
A large amount of extensions and new service pipe has 
been laid during the past year, and the department has 
been thoroughly re-organized and the work systematized, 
and is well established upon a businesslike basis. The 
water supply is ample and the quality of the water, as de- 
livered through the filter, is absolutely pure and is giving 
the best of satisfaction to our citizens.

ELECTRIC LIGHT CONTRACT. 


The city’s contract for lighting the streets expired on the 
first of July. After considering negotiations with the United 
Gas and Electric Company, a new contract was made with 
that corporation for five years, to light our streets at an 
annual cost to the city of 4,640.00, being a reduction from 
the former cost of $13.00 per arc light, and in case lower 
rates are made with surrounding cities, this city is to have 
the same rates. 


Diy SCHOOL HOUSE: 


For several years the school board has been urging the 
necessity of more room, particularly for the High and Gram- 
mar schools. An investigation of the matter showing that 
the need was real and that prompt action should be taken, 
the city Councils promptly appropriated the sum of $25,000 
for the purpose of purchasing a suitable lot for a site for 
the new Grammar school, construction of the same and re- 
pairs upon the High school building. 

The lot on the corner of Green and Pleasant streets, 
which was finally selected and purchased, is located in the 
central part of the city, and is in every way desirable. 

The High school building was put in thorough repair and 
has been occupied exclusively by the high school pupils 
since early in the fall term. It is now in a suitable con- 
dition and adequate to the present and probable future 
needs of the school. 

The new Grammar school building has been built and is 
nearly ready for occupancy. It is well constructed and is 
a fine looking building, and is creditable to the builder, the 
building committee and the city. 

The building has very appropriately been named “Chand- 
ler School’, in memory of Isaac Chandler, who, for more 
than thirty years, was a member of the prudential commit- 
tee of School District No. 3 in Somersworth, and to whose 
disinterested and untiring efforts in behalf of the schools of 
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Somersworth much of their present excellence and super- 
iority is due. 


PRE ECE OD LEG Bie Roy 


The laws of this state now requiring the establishment 
of free public libraries in towns, or at least the raising of 
money by taxation for that purpose, and finding an accumu- 
lation of money in the city treasury at the beginning of the 
present year, the question of how to make this small fund 
available in establishing a free public library suitable to the 
needs of a city of this size became another of the serious 
problems which we were called upon to solve. 

Without going into the details of the negotiations be- 
tween the directors and members of the Manufacturers’ and 
Village Library and the city officials, and Mrs. Chandler and 
the heirs of Isaac Chandler, suffice it to say, that an agree- 
ment was finally entered into between the city, the Manu- 
facturers’ and Village Library, Mrs. Chandler and Mrs. 
Randall and her daughters, by which the city acquired 
substantially all of the fine large library of nearly 10,000 
volumes of miscellaneous books and pamphlets, and their 
library fixtures, and a legacy of $2,000 given by the will of 
Isaac Chandler, owned by the Manufacturers’ and Village 
Library ; also the Chandler Building, located on the corner 
of Orange and Washington streets, and the lot of land on 
which it stands, worth at least $12,000, the only expense 
entailed upon the city in consideration of this transfer 
being the annual payment of $400.00 to Mrs. Chandler dur- 
ing her lifetime, and the cost, about $6.00 each year, of 
keeping up the organization and corporation of the Manu- 
facturers’ and Village Library. 

I think that we may well consider this as one of the most 
important achievements of the past year. It certainly 
reflects great credit upon the Manufacturers’ and Village 
Library and especially upon Mrs. Chandler, Mrs. Randall 
and her two daughters, who owned the reversionary 
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interests in the Chandler Building and the legacy of $2,000 
to the library. | 

Our citizens may well honor the memory of Isaac 
Chandler. 


NEW STORE HOUSE. 


Heretofore the tools belonging to the city have been 
stored in different places about the city, at great expense 
for rent of different buildings, and with the result that 
many of them have been lost. It cost the city nearly $225 
for rent and storage of tools during the year before last. 
After due consideration it was thought best to purchase a 
suitable lot and erect a suitable storehouse, where all of the 
tools and supplies could be safely stored and cared for, and 
an appropriation for that purpose was made, a lot purchased 
and a building erected last summer at a cost of about $900. 

The lot and building are conveniently located on West 
High street, and are ample in size and conveniently ar- 
ranged, and will answer the purpose for many years, as the 
building has been very thoroughly and substantially con- 
structed. The stone crusher plant has also been removed 
to this lot and installed and is now in operation, so that all 
of the city’s highway apparatus is located in one place, 
safely stored and properly cared for, and at a small expense 
as compared with the annual rental heretofore required. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The new work upon our highways during the past year 
has been well and thoroughly done. 

Substantial crossings of granite have been laid in various 
parts of the city. A large amount of new side-walks has 
been laid. Main street from City Hall to Fayette street 
has been macadamized. The Cemetery road has been 
graded, drained and repaired, and is now in a very much 
improved condition. 
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RESUME OF THE YEAR’S WORK. 


Ist. Municipal debt bonded. Result: a premium of 
nearly $30,000; a reduction in interest of $3,610 per 
annum; a reduction in interest rate from an average of 
almost four and one quarter to less than three and one 
quarter per cent. 

znd. Water works system extended, and placed upon a 
business-like and self-supporting basis. 

3rd. Street lighting contract made for five years, re- 
sulting in a saving to the city of $13 per arc light. 

4th. A fine new Grammar school building constructed 
at the lowest price consistent with good work ; High school 
building thoroughly repaired and fitted up for high school 
work exclusively. 

5th. A free public library of 10,000 volumes established, 
the library room and fixtures and the Chandler Building 
and $2,000 in cash acquired, subject to the annual expendi- 
ture of $406, and the city now receives from said building 
in rents nearly that amount and has the use of its rooms 
rent free. 

6th. A lot purchased and store house built at a cost of 
about $900, all of the city’s highway tools and road building 
apparatus stored in one place and properly cared for, and a 
saving in rent of $225 annually. 

7th. The annual appropriations have not been exceeded 
as a total.

There is now in the city treasury about $10,000.00, a part 
of which consists of the unexpended balance of the premium 
on the bonds, and is available to cancel a part of the city’s 
debts. 

Our retrospect shows that a large amount of effective 
work has been done during the past year, but there still 
remains a large amount of work to be done. I desire to 
make the following suggestions and recommendations with 
reference to the same: | 

The city’s indebtedness should be reduced as rapidly as 
possible. Any money in the city treasury now available 
should be applied to the reduction of the outstanding notes. 
The lot of land on the corner of Grand and Grove streets, 
being no longer required for school or city purposes, should 
be sold and the proceeds used either in grading the High 
school and Grammar school lots, or in payment of the 
city’s notes. 

The condition of the bond given by Ames & O’Shea to 
the city on account of their contract for the construction of 
the sand filter having been broken, damages should be re- 
covered of their sureties, and the receipts from the same 
used in the payment of the city’s debt, or in the extension 
of the water works. 

While a parsimonious policy in the appropriations and 
expenditures for the coming year would not be approved by 
our citizens and tax payers, yet it is necessary that our ex- 
penditures should be determined by our means, in view of 
the large debt now owed by the city. 

I wish to call your attention particularly to the following 
needs of the city: 
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Our highways should receive ample appropriations for 
their repair and grading. The macadamizing of the princi- 
pal streets of the city should be carried on as rapidly as 
possible. The city is now well equipped to carry on this 
branch of highway work rapidly and economically. Ample 
appropriations for that purpose are justified by the good 
results already attained. Market street from the Main 
bridge to High street, including Market square, and as 
much of High street as can be attended to, should be ma- 
cadamized during the coming summer. 


Where necessary, new sidewalks and granite crosswalks 
should be laid, following out the wise policy of the past year 
in that respect. 


Our sewers have cost over $90,000, and the expense of 
keeping the same in repair, cleaning them out, and interest 
on the cost of construction now bears equally upon all of 
our tax payers, regardless of whether they are connected 
with the sewers or not. 

It would appear to be equitable that a special sewer tax 
be levied each year, to cover the cost of cleaning out the 
sewers at least, and that suitable ordinances be adopted 
with reference to the use of the sewers and the tax upon 
the same. Many cities have adopted ordinances with 
reference to the use of the sewers and the tax for entrance 
and use of the same, and there seems no reason why we 
should not adopt similar provisions. I suggest that you 
give this important matter early consideration and take 
such action as seems advisable, under the circumstances. 

The city records are now scattered about in various parts 
of the city, a part of them at the Great Falls National 
Bank vaults, others in the attic at the City Hall, others in 
the safes at the City Hall, and others in the City Clerk’s 
office. 

The city needs a large vault where all the records and 
other valuable papers can be conveniently and safely filed, 
classified and indexed, and thus made available for exami- 
nation. 
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I beg to suggest that an appropriation be made for that 
purpose and that a large fire-proof vault be placed in the 
vacant store in the Chandler building, and that it then be 
altered and repaired for the use of the different officers of 
the city. 

The old City Hall is now in a very dilapidated condition. 
It being the only place available in the city for public meet- 
ings or entertainments, it would seem that the dignity and 
self-respect of our citizens required that its public meeting 
place be put in a more presentable condition. 

I therefore suggest and recommend that you make a 
suitable appropriation for the purpose of repairing the City 
- Hall, as you may deem suitable and necessary. 

In regard to the conduct of the police force of the city, 
who are now accountable only to the city councils, I would 
suggest that as the Mayor is held accountable for the good 
order of the city, I believe that the Mayor should be in- 
vested with the power to summarily remove police officers 
who have not properly conducted themselves, or been 
neglectful of their duty. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, would say that I hope that these recom- 
mendations will be met with the same spirit in which they 
are given, and in view of the unanimous support that has 
been given me during the past year, I feel confident in my 
hope for a continuance of the same during the present 
administration, and that we shall all work together harmon- 
iously for the common good of our city.

REPORT'S 


OF THE 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE ON WATER 
SUPPLY. 


SoMERSWoRTH, N. H., April 28, 1898. 
To the City Councils : 


Gentlemen :—The committee on water supply, to whom 
was entrusted the matter of the construction of a sand 
filter, for the city water works system, would respectfully 
report that Messrs. Spence & Coombs have substantially 
completed the work which they contracted with the city to 
do, and that a final settlement should soon be made be- 
tween them and the city. 


Under the provisions of the contract, there has been re- 
tained fifteen per cent. of the amount of money due the 
contractors, in order to ensure the performance of the con- 
tract and to insure the city against any damages or loss by 
reason of delay or non-performance. The total amount of 
this fifteen per cent. reserve is about $3,500. Of this 
amount $2,000 has been released to the contractors, leaving 
about $1,500 of the reserve yet in the city’s hands, to- 
gether with about $500 which will be due Spence & Coombs 
on work done not included in previous estimates. 


A provision of the contract further provides that the 
committee may assess reasonable and just damages, for 
delay of Spence & Coombs in completing the work beyond 
the time specified in the contract, not exceeding twenty 
dollars per day for each day of delay. Under this provision 
the committee would be authorized in assessing only actual 
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damages, that is, damages equal in amount to the addition- 
al expense, or loss of income, caused by the delay. 

It might be difficult for the committee to show much of 
any actual damages as arising from the delay, inasmuch as 
the delay occurred in winter, when there was no oppor- 
tunity to add to the income of the water system, by the 
addition of new service pipes. However, it would not be 
proper to discuss this phase of the question any further in 
this report. 

It is desirable, however, on the part of the city, as well 
as the contractor, to have the matter closed up, and all 
questions as to matters of quantities in the work done 
finally settled. Therefore, we would recommend that the 
committee on water supply be given authority to release all 
or such portions of the remainder of said fifteen per cent. 
reserve as Shall seem to them advisable, and that they be 
authorized to make a final settlement with said Spence & 
Coombs and to give them such receipts as shall discharge 
them from all claims on the part of the city, and to take 
from them (Spence & Coombs) such receipts and releases 
as shall discharge all claims and demands against the city 
of any nature whatsoever arising out of said contract.

SOMERSWoRTH, N. H., August 31, 1898. 
To the City Councils: 


The committee on water supply, having closed up the 
work of construction in connection with the Somersworth 
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Water Works, beg leave to submit to your honorable 
bodies, in accordance with your request, the following 
supplementary and final report. 


It may be well to review very briefly the connection of 
the committee with this work. The committee was 
appointed in June, 1895, and after making tests for driven 
wells, which proved the impossibility of obtaining enough 
water from this source, they finally decided upon taking the 
water direct from the Salmon Falls river, a plan which in- 
sured an abundance under all conditions, and when filtered 
through sand the water would be perfectly pure and 
healthful. 

The location selected for the pumping station was near 
the river, in the Blake pasture, and the lot purchased con- 
tains about twenty seven and one-half acres. It was the 
understanding and agreement, when the land was purchased 
of Mr. Charles F. Blake, that the city would build a neat 
and substantial fence along both sides of the roadway 
across his land from the Rocky Hill road to the pumping 
station. No appropriation was, however, made for that 
purpose, and therefore, as yet, the fence has not been 
built. Probably Mr. Blake will soon be asking that the 
fence be built, and we feel that in justice to him this state- 
ment should be made. 

In the matter of construction your committee started out 
on the only safe policy to act upon in such matters, and 
that is, of letting out the work and purchasing supplies on 
competitive bids, as far as possible. This policy was ad- 
hered to in all cases involving large amounts, as in the case 
of the pumps, boilers, stand-pipe and foundation, cast-iron 
pipe, gates, hydrants, pipe laying and filter construction. 
These bids were all submitted to your honorable bodies and 
approved by you. The pump beds, foundation and under- 
pinning of engine and boiler house, stone work in chimney, 
doors, windows, constructing roof and slating same, pump 
for filter-house, etc., etc., were also obtained on competitive 
bids. The greater portion of the bricks and lumber for 
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the buildings were purchased by the sub-committee, who 
obtained prices from various parties and made advan- 
tageous purchases. 


It was the intention to have the engine and boiler house 
and chimney built wholly by contract. The season was, 
however, so far advanced when plans were completed, and 
the drawing up of specifications, advertising for bids, pre- 
paring of papers and closing contracts would have taken 
up so much time, that if let out by contract it would have 
been advisable to begin work that fall. It was therefore 
decided, with the approval of your honorable bodies, to 
have the masonry and brick work pushed ahead as rapidly 
as possible by day labor. This undoubtedly added some- 
what to the cost, but the building was completed and ready 
for the machinery much earlier than it would probably 
have been, had it been done by contract. Much care was 
taken during the cold weather with the work, with the 
result that the city has a good, well built, substantial 
building, that ought not to need any considerable repairs 
for many years to come. 


There has been some delay in the work of filter construc- 
tion, owing to the failure of Messrs. Ames & O'Shea, 
contractors, to complete their contract. It became neces- 
sary on that account to re-award the contract under 
competitive bids. The contract for the completion of the 
filter was let to Messrs. Spence & Coombs, of this city, the 
lowest bidders, the award to them being approved by your 
honorable bodies. This work was done by Messrs. Spence 
& Coombs in a faithful and substantial manner, and the 
filter bed is as solid and durable a piece of masonry work 
as could well be constructed. It will not, we venture to 
say, suffer by comparison with any similar piece of masonry 
in New England. 

Moreover, the results of the filter in actual use have fully 
equalled the highest anticipations. The water is clear, 
white, pure and free from bacteria. If the filter be kept 
properly cleaned, as it undoubtedly will be, the city may be 
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sure of having an abundant supply of absolutely pure water 
under all conditions of the river. A recent examination of 
the sand in the filter shows that the deposit of filtered sub- 
stances is gathering on top of the sand very slowly, so 
slowly in fact, that it will probably not be necessary to 
clean the surface oftener than two or three times a year, 
This reduces the charge for operation down to a lower 
figure than was estimated. 


The water works system was turned over to the city two 
years ago, and a board of commissioners was elected by 
your honorable bodies to take charge of, and operate the 
system. Therefore, although there has been an unexpect- 
ed, and unavoidable, delay in the construction of the filter, 
yet the city has been deriving an income—and a very grat- 
ifying one—from the works for the past two years. The 
system having been turned over to the city therefore, two 
years ago, the only connection which your committee had 
with the work was in relation to completing the filter and 
finishing up the necessary piping and draining to put it 
into condition for use. The filter itself was completed 
some two months ago, and the commissioners took charge 
and put it into use. Since then your committee has been 
attending to some grading and filling due to the condition 
of the adjoining ground, where had been placed much of 
the debris removed in the process of filter excavation. 


There yet remains a little work to be done in grading, 
which need cost but a trifling sum. There are some floats 
and regulating devices yet to be put into the filter house, 
but this work also involves small expense. The floats have 
been purchased, and may be readily put in. We would 
recommend that a small appropriation be allowed the water 
commissioners, say not exceeding $100, for completing 
these unfinished parts of the work. 

Owing to the failure of Messrs. Ames & O’Shea to 
complete their contract for the construction of the filter, it 
remains for your honorable bodies to take such action re- 
lative to bringing suit upon their bond as you may deem 
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advisable. The amount of their bond is $5,000, and the 
American Surety Company, of New York City, is their 
surety. Messrs. Ames & O'Shea have brought suit against 
the city, alleging a breach of contract, an allegation which 
your committee claims cannot be sustained. ‘This suit has 
been referred by agreement of counsel, and will doubtless 
be tried at a not distant day. These are all matters which 
are in your hands for such action as you may deem to be 
for the best interests of the city. 


Your committee deem it not out of place to say that the 
city now has a water works system that is up-to-date, com- 
plete in every particular and second to none in New Eng- 
land. The machinery and equipment of the pumping 
station are of a high grade. The standpipe is a thoroughly 
built, substantial structure, second to none in the country, 
we venture to say. The filter bed is of the very best and 
most improved construction, and can be operated at a very 
small annual expense. The piping system is so laid out as 
to give splendid pressure in the remote sections, with gates 
placed at such frequent intervals that, is case of the burst- 
ing of a pipe, the discommoding of the public, incident to 
repairs, will be reduced to the smallest possible extent. 
The hydrants are placed so that the best of fire service is 
afforded. The water supply is unlimited, and there need 
be no fear for any lack of water. The plant is one which, 
with additions to the piping system, will be adequate to the 
needs of the city for years to come. 


Your committee again desire to testify to the ability with 
which Mr. William Wheeler, engineer of the system, has 
handled the various problems that have arisen. His ser- 
vices rendered in this work have been characterized by 
conscientious faithfulness, broad intelligence and _ the 
strictest integrity. The city is indeed fortunate in having 
had such an able engineer in charge of the work, and your 
committee have found their long period of service as 
your agents much pleasanter by reason of having the 
assistance of such an earnest, clear-sighted, faithful en- 
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gineer, and his equally earnest and faithful assistants. 

Your committee desire also to acknowledge the cordial, 
helpful support of your honorable bodies in this work, and 
we feel that the results of the work have demonstrated to 
the people of this city the wisdom of your action in estab- 
lishing the system. 


CARE OF FILTER BED. 


The following communication from engineer Wheeler, 
relative to the care of the filter bed, will be of interest and 
value in this connection : 


August 8, 1898. 


Committee on Water Supply, 
Somersworth, N. @. 


Dear Sirs :—In reply to your recent inquiry as to the 
proper care and process of cleaning incident to the opera- 
tion of the Somersworth covered sand filter, I respectfully 
submit the following: 

The filter bed will require cleaning at intervals varying 
in length of time according to the nature and amount of 
the impurities in the raw water and the quantity of water 
that is treated from day to day. The process of cleaning 
consists in removing or scraping off a thin layer of film 
from the top of the sand bed upon and in which substan- 
tially all of the impurities and arrested matter that tend to 
clog the action of the filter have been intercepted. The 
depth of such layer or film to be removed will ordinarily 
range from one-half to three-quarters of an inch only. 

The need of cleaning will be indicated by the head under 
which filtration takes place, which will be shown approxi- 
mately by the difference in level at which the water stands 
upon the filter bed and in the effluent or regulating 
chamber,—the gate in the connection between them being 
open wide and filtration taking place at the normal rate of 
say 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours. 
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Under such conditions cleaning may be deferred until the 
gradual increase in head incident to the accumulation of 
foreign matter on and in the upper part of the bed causes 
the water in the regulating chamber to stand from three to 
three and one-half feet below the water over the filter. 
When this condition shall be reached the raw water sup- 
plied to the filter should be stopped by closing the gate 
provided for that purpose in the screen well, and the water 
that remains in the filter is then to be drawn down either 
by means of the centrifugal pump provided for that purpose 
in the regulating house, or by continuing to pump the city 
supply therefrom through the main pumping engines, until 
the water in the filter stands about a foot below the top of 
the bed. 

The surface of the bed should then be carefully and 
quickly scraped off to a depth of from one-half to three- 
quarters of an inch by a sufficent number of men to 
complete the work in as brief a time as possible, not ex- 
ceeding six to eight hours, so that the interruption in 
pumping the filtered water supply may not require the use 
of raw water for the city during the process of cleaning. 


The material removed should be carefully and neatly 
scraped first into a small ridge or windrow under each row 
or alternate row of manholes and afterwards into heaps 
made convenient as to size and location for removal by 
hoisting through such manholes with a suitable tub and 
tackle to be provided for the purpose. 


The tool commonly used for scraping the covered sand 
filter at Ashland, Wis., and found to be well adapted for 
the purpose, is a two-edged wooden scraper or hoe, the 
blade of which, made from seven-eighths inch board, is about 
fifteen inches long by six inches wide, with a handle joined 
perpendicularly thereto at its centre. The two cutting 
edges are bevelled at an angle of about forty-five degrees. 

The sand removed will be found to be muddy and some- 
what slimy when wet, and will form a slight crust when 
allowed to dry. The mud and discoloration, which deter- 
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mine the proper depth of material to be removed, will extend, 
as already stated, from one-half to three-quarters of an inch 
down into the sand, imparting an adhesive quality thereto 
by virtue of which the scraper will sometimes appear to 
follow a line of cleavage between the foul and clean 
portions of the bed. 

After the bed has been cleaned, the water may be let 
into the filter either directly from the screen well through 
the filter conduit (in which case it should be allowed to 
enter very gradually so as to avoid washing the surface of 
the bed) or through the main conduit and regulating 
chamber, thereby backing up through the collecting pipes 
and sand bed. In either case, and especially in the latter, 
the water first drawn from the filter after cleaning should 
be wasted through the centrifugal pump into the river until 
the filter is again in normal operation and the effluent water 
free from the raw water with which the filter may have 
been first refilled. 


The covered sand filter at Ashland, having a total area 
of half an acre, or the same as that at Somersworth, is di- 
vided into three compartments of one-sixth of an acre 
each: The time required for cleaning one of these beds of 
one-sixth of an acre is about five hours, and the total cost 
thereof about $8.50, made up as follows: 


3 men scraping, I-2 day at $1.50 each, ; $2.25 
2 men wheeling in filter, 1-2 day at $1.50 each, DAES 
I man tending bucket at bottom, 1-2 day at $1.50, ‘75 


2 men to land and dump bucket at top, 1-2 day 


at $1.50 each, } 1.50 

1 man wheeling away on top, I-2 day at $1.50, 75 
I single team to hoist bucket, 1-2 day at $2.50, 1.25 
Tools and sundries, . : , .50 
$8.50 


This is at the rate of about $25 per half acre per clean- 
ing, not including the cost of replenishing or restoring the 
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sand removed. With an equal force of men, the Somers- 
worth filter should require from twelve to fifteen hours for 
cleaning, and if twice as large a force were employed, it 
would require from six to eight hours only. 

The replenishing of the sand-bed or the restoration of 
the sand removed from time to time in the successive clean- 
ings or scrapings thereof may be deferred until the total 
depth of sand so removed shall have reached twelve to fif- 
teen inches; or at the depth expected to be removed at 
each scraping, say three-quarters of an inch, no renewal or 
replenishing of the’sand-bed would be necessary until it 
has been scraped from fifteen to twenty times. Then the 
entire quantity removed should be restored in the same 
manner and with material of the same character as that 
employed in the original construction of the upper stratum 
of the bed.

The above figures of cost of plant and operation are 
hard-pan figures on what it would cost to install a first-class 
plant, such as only a city would want, and to run a service 
that would be satisfactory to a city. There are many 
items of actual cost that cannot be estimated or figured in 
the cost of operation, nor is there any allowance made for 
accidents, break downs, and interruptions from lightning 
and severe storms that will occur to every electric light 
plant. Some allowance for cost should be made for these 
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items, as they are sure to occur more or less to every elect- 
ric light plant. 

For your information I would say that the city plant, 
city of Waterville, 58 street lights, 1,200 c. p. cost $13,401. 
They run with water power, and allowing 4 per cent. for an 
investment, and 7 I-2 per cent. for depreciation, according 
to their city reports their lights cost them in the vicinity of 
$84.00 a year a light. 

The city of Lewiston has a 100 light plant, run by water 
power, set up in their pump house, which according to their 
city report cost $15,000, and they have made the statement 
that it only costs them $50.00 a year an arc light. In mak- 
ing up their figures they run with water power, and allowing 
interest at 4 per cent. on the cost of the plant, and the 
usual depreciation, and a fair compensation for the water 
power, it would make their lights cost on an average $77.41 
per light.

CONTRACT UNITED GAS &j;BEECIAaS 
COMPANY VS. CITY, 


Articles of agreement made this eighth day of Septem- 
ber, 1898, between the United Gas & Electric Company, 
by the treasurer, Herbert L. Shepherd, party of the first 
part, and the city of Somersworth, a municipal corporation 
in the county of Strafford and state of New Hampshire, by 
its joint standing committee on lights, party of the second 
part. 

1. The said United Gas & Electric Company, in con- 
sideration of the promises and agreements heinafter made 
and provided, does hereby agree to furnish to the said city 
of Somersworth, for a period of five years from the first 
day of July, 1898, the same number of arc street lights as 
are now in use, viz: sixty three arc lights and two series 
and as many more as said city of Somersworth may from 
time to time require. 

2. That said lights shall be maintained at twelve hun- 
dred candle power (1,200 c. p.) in efficiency, for arc lights, 
and of sixty-five candle power (65 c. p.) for series lights, the 
same to be lighted from dusk until twelve o'clock midnight, 
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each night, except on such moonlight nights as lights are 
not required. 


3. That the said city of Somersworth shall have the 
option at any time during the continuance of the contract, 
of running so many of its said arc street lights, not less 
than forty in number, of the efficiency before stated all 
night, except on such moonlight nights as lights are not 
required, at an added annual cost per light of twenty 
dollars. 


4. That whenever the said United Gas & Electric Com- 
pany shall furnish lights to any municipality at a less rate 
than is provided in this contract, all other considerations 
being equal, the said United Gas & Electric Company 
agrees to furnish the said city of Somersworth its lights at 
the same price. 


5. That the said United Gas & Electric Company will 
allow, as a rebate on account of the payments for said lights, 
so much money as will equal the excess in price of the 
provisions of the contract of 1888 between the city of 
Somersworth and the Consolidated Light & Power Com- 
pany, and the provisions of this contract, said rebate to be 
calculated upon the period of time from July 1, 1898, to the 
date of these presents. 


1. The city of Somersworth, in consideration of the 
performance of the obligations and agreements hereinbe- 
fore set forth to be performed by the United Gas & 
Electric Company, hereby agrees to accept the said lights 
and pay for them at the annual rate of sixty-seven dollars 
($67.00) per light, the same burning until twelve o’clock, 
and an additional twenty dollars ($20.00) per light when 
burning all night.

FOR FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


RESOLUTION IN RELATION TO ESTABLISH. 


Resolved by the Common Council, the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen concurring: That a committee of three, 
consisting of the mayor from the board of mayor and 
aldermen, and two members from the common council, to 
be appointed by the president, be chosen to confer with the 
directors and officers of the Manufacturers’ and Village 
Library and the heirs and legatees of Isaac Chandler with 
reference to ascertaining upon what terms and conditions 
the city can obtain from said Manufacturers’ and Village 
Library, all of its property of every kind, and to ascertain 
from said Chandler heirs or legatees upon what terms and 
conditions the city can obtain from them their present and 
reversionary interests and title to the Chandler Building 
and the legacy of $2,000.00 given to said Manufacturers’ 
and Village Library by said Isaac Chandler by his last will 
and testament, conditional upon said Manufacturers’ and 
Village Library maintaining its corporate existence, for the 
uses and purposes set forth in said will, in order that said 
city may establish a free public library. 

Said committee to report to the city councils at their 
next regular meeting, or at a special meeting to be called 
by his honor, the mayor.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE-Gs 
PREEVPUBLIC Di BbR ARs 


To the City Councils of the City of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen :—Your committee to whom was referred the 
matter of ascertaining upon what terms the city could obtain 
the property of the Manufacturers’ and Village Library, in- 
cluding the library’s interest in the Chandler Building, and 
the bequest to it of the sum of $2,000.00 by the will of 
Isaac Chandler, and the reversionary interests in the same 
of the heirs of Isaac Chandler, respectfully report that in 
accordance with the directions contained in the resolution 
passed by your bodies empowering the appointment of this 
committee, we met the directors of the Manufacturers’ and 
Village Library and Mr. James A. Edgerly, attorney of the 
Chandler heirs and of Mrs. Chandler. 

By the terms of the will of Isaac Chandler the sum of 
$2,000.00 was given to the Manufacturers’ and Village 
Library, the income of one-half of said sum to be expended 
for books to be used by what then constituted District No. 
3 of Somersworth, and that fund by direction of the 
Supreme Court is now held by the city of Somersworth, 
the remainder is held in trust by the directors of the library 
and the income only used for library purposes. 

The library holds a lease for the term of ninety-nine 
years, of the second story of the Chandler Building. 

Under the terms of Isaac Chandler’s will at the decease 
of Mrs. Chandler, the Manufacturers’ and Village Library 
are given the Chandler Building and the land upon which 
it stands, but this devise is given subject to the conditions 
that the library shall maintain its corporate existence, and 
shall maintain a public library. Ifthe library gives up its 
charter, dissolves, or is dissolved as a corporation, or if in 
any way it is diverted from its object of maintaining a 
public library, then both bequests become void, that is to 
say, the property given it by said will, reverts to the estate 
of said Isaac Chandler. 
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The library is maintained by subscriptions of patrons of 
the library, and by assessments of its members. 

Any person may become a member by subscribing and 
paying to the corporation the sum of five dollars, and there- 
afterwards paying an annual assessment of one dollar. 

The property of the library is owned by the corporation, 
no stock is issued, but certificates of membership are issued 
to those who become members. 

The library has no funds outside of the bequests made 
to it by the will of Isaac Chandler and its library property. 

With the establishment of a free public library the use- 
fulness of this library and the reason for its existence 
would cease. 

It is, however, absolutely necessary that the corporate 
existence of the Manufacturers’ and Village Library be 
continued, otherwise it would lose the bequests made to it 
by said Isaac Chandler’s will, unless the city can obtain 
proper releases to it or from the heirs of Isaac Chandler. 

Your committee found that the trustees, or directors of 
the Manufacturers’ and Village Library were inclined to 
recommend to the members of the corporation that it trans- 
fer to the city all of its property, upon condition that the 
city guaranteed to maintain the library in good order, etc., 
etc., and provided further that the city obtains from the 
Chandler heirs, proper and apt conveyances of their 
present and reversionary interests in said property. 


Mr. Edgerly suggested, as attorney for Mrs. Chandler, 
that, if the city would agree to pay Mrs. Chandler a reason- 
able sum annually, payable in equal quarterly payments, 
she would transfer to the city, all her right, title and 
interest in the Chandler Building, and her reversionary 
interests in said bequests to the city, her present interest 
in the Chandler Building being understood to be a life es- 
tate, and she now receives all of the rents of the same, and 
when all of the building is occupied, the rents amount to 
$646.00 per year. 

Your committee recommend that the city councils pass 
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all necessary resolutions to enable the mayor to negotiate 
with the Manufacturers’ and Village Library for the 
transfer to it of all of its property, conditioned upon the 
city’s obtaining from the heirs of Isaac Chandler proper 
conveyances, aptly worded to convey to it all of their 
present and reversionary interests in the Chandler Building 
and the said sum of $2,000.00 given to it by said Isaac 
Chandler’s will; and your committee further recommend 
that the city councils pass all necessary resolutions to 
enable the mayor to negotiate with Mrs. Chandler for the 
purchase of her present and reversionary interests in said 
Chandler Building, either in a lump sum, or by paying to 
her a net annual rental for, or payment for, said transfer of 
$400.00 annually during her lifetime, payable in equal 
quarterly payments of one hundred dollars each. 

Your committee would further suggest that all of these 
matters should go together, and that it would be useless to 
attempt to take them up separately.

Gentlemen :—Having been authorized by a joint resolu- 
tion of your bodies to negotiate with the Manufacturers’ 
and Village Library for the transfer to the city of all of its 
right, title and interest in the Chandler Building so called, 
and the bequest to it of the sum of $2,000.00 in trust, given 
to said Manufacturers’ and Village Library by and under 
the terms of the last will and testament of Isaac Chandler; 
also to negotiate with the heirs of the said Isaac Chandler 
for the sale and transfer to the city of all their right, title 
and interest in the Chandler Building, and in the said sum 
of $2,000.00 as holders of the remainder or reversion of said 
property ; also to obtain from Mrs. Charlotte M. Chandler 
all of her right, title and interest in the Chandler Building 
and said bequest, I beg to report my action with reference 
to the same, as follows: 


The heirs of Isaac Chandler, with the exception of Mrs.

To the City Councils of the City of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen :—The mayor and the city treasurer, to whom 
was given the authority to advertise for bids for the city’s 
bonds, the issue of such bonds having been duly authorized 
by joint resolution of your bodies, beg to report their 
action and the results thereof as follows : 


Pursuant to the authority given by a vote of the city 
councils, the mayor and city treasurer advertised for bids 
for the bonds in the leading financial papers of Boston, the 
Boston Herald, Boston Daily Advertiser, Boston Evening 
Transcript and also in the Bond Buyer. In addition to 
these advertisements notice of sale of such bonds were 
sent to all of the leading bankers and brokers dealing in 
municipal securities. 


The form of the bonds, together with all of the legislation 
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that had been passed through your bodies, was submitted 
to Messrs. Storey & Thorndike of Boston, and _ their, 
opinion upon the validity of the proceedings in the city 
councils and the form of the bonds and other matters con- 
nected with the issue were passed upon by them favorably. 

They are counsel for a large number of bankers in Bos- 
ton, and most of the leading banking houses of Boston 
would refer such matters to them; in any event it was 
thought best to obtain their opinion as to the validity of 
the proceedings had with reference to bonding the city’s 
indebtedness before the bonds were put upon the market, 
and having received a favorable opinion from them, that 
fact was advertised with the other matter relating to the 
bonds. You will see that the sale of the bonds was very 
thoroughly advertised. 

The sale took place at the mayor’s office on the 15th day 
of December, 1898, and the bids for the bonds and the re- 
sults of the sale are as follows :

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The bonds were printed by the Boston Bank Note Com- 
pany and were delivered to E. H. Gay & Co., on the fourth 
day of January, 1899, and the total amount received from 
E. H. Gay & Co., for the bonds, premium on the bonds 
and accrued interest up to the time of delivery of bonds 
was $314,113.63. The amount of interest accrued up to 
the time of delivery of the bonds was $3,036.00, which 
amount was included in their payment as above stated. 
The amount paid by them included an error against them 
of $33.00, which was returned to them, thus closing the 
account. 

The total expense of issuing the bonds, including all 
expenses for advertising the sale of bonds, for legal ex- 
penses, and for printing and delivering bonds, was $701.93. 

The total amount of premium received upon the bonds, 
as stated above, was $29,076.30. Deducting the expenses 
of issuing, as above stated, leaves a net premium of $28,- 
374-37. 

The total amount of the city’s debt that was covered by 
this issue of bonds was, general indebtedness, $126,600.00, 
and water works debt, $185,000.00, making total amount, 
$311,600.00. The total amount of bonds issued, $297,- 
000.00. This leaves a balance of $13,774.37 of premium 
that should be used only for the payment of the city’s in- 
debtedness. 

With the funds received from E. H. Gay & Co. the city 
treasurer paid all of the city’s notes outstanding, amount- 
ing to $311,600.00, covered by this issue of bonds, and a 
certificate of this fact, under the hands of the city clerk 
and the city treasurer was forwarded to E. H. Gay & Co., 
on the sixth of January. 

After providing for the interest coupons due on the first 
day of April next, there remains a balance of $7,834.00, 
which should be applied to the payment of the city’s in- 
debtedness as above suggested.

parent or parents, or guardian, after nine of the clock in the 
afternoon. They therefore pray that the ordinances of 
said city may be forthwith so amended as to accomplish 
such prohibition under appropriate penalties.

Your committee on ordinances, to whom was referred 
the petition of Rev. John Collins and 265 others, beg to 
report as follows: 

In the judgment of your committee the adoption of an 
ordinance as prayed for would be in the interests of good 
order in the city, and for the best interests of the youth of 
the city. 

Your committee further believe that the scope of the 
proposed ordinance should be enlarged so as to prohibit the 
attendance of youth under the age of sixteen years, unac- 
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companied by a parent, or guardian, in a public dance hall, 
or other place of public amusement in the city after nine of 
the clock in the evening. 


In accordance with the foregoing conclusion, your com- 
mittee incorporate in this report a draft of an ordinance 
covering the same, and respectfully recommend its adop- 
tion. 


ORDINANCE. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


Sec. 4. No youth under the age of sixteen years, unac- 
companied by his or her parent, or guardian, shall appear 
upon the public streets, alleys or squares of said city, nor 
in a public dance hall, or other place of amusement, after 
the hour of nine of the clock in the afternoon. 


Sec. 5. Any youth so found upon the public streets, 
alleys, or squares of said city, or in such dance hall, or 
other place of amusement, unaccompanied by a parent or 
guardian, shall be liable to arrest and detention. 


Sec. 6. Upon conviction of the offence described in the 
foregoing section of said chapter, such youth may be sen- 
tenced by the police court of said city to pay a fine, or may 
be committed to the State Industrial School, or both; 
provided, that for good cause shown, the justice of said 
court may suspend sentence during good behaviour, such 
youth’s parent, or guardian, becoming surety for the future 
good conduct of such youth; and provided that upon an 
arrest for the first offence, the officer making such arrest 
may ascertain the wishes of the parent, or guardian, of such 
youth, and if inhis judgment the circumstances warrant such 
action, and such parent, or guardian, becomes responsible 
to him for the future good conduct of such youth, he, or 
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she may be discharged from arrest, without proceedings in 
the police court thereon being had.

In compliance with the ordinance of the City Councils I 
present the following report of the fire department for the 
year ending Feb. 28, 1899 :

I have spent much time and attention in the inspection 
of all drainage and found 45 sinks without traps, 10 sink 
spouts draining into cellars and several surface overflows 
by reason of choked up sinks and drains. In all cases 
these faults have been remedied so that today, as far as I 
have been able to learn, our city is free from any trouble 
caused by poor drainage. 


SEWERS. 


Too much stress cannot be laid upon the importance of 
proper sewerage in our city. The health department 
should see to it that all sewers are at all times free and in 
good running order, for where sewers become clogged then 
arises that great enemy to health, stagnated water and 
filth, which too often prove costly, both physically and fin- 
ancially speaking. 

There is in my opinion necessity for an extension of our 
sewerage system, which it is hoped the incoming city gov- 
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ernment will attend to. I would recommend that sewer 
traps be at once put into all sewers untrapped and espec- 
ially in the receivers located on Spring street.

Two cases of diphtheria proved fatal, and one case of 
typhoid fever. There was one outbreak of typhoid fever 
in the large block on the corner of Main and Franklin 
streets, called the Potvin block, which gave the health de- 
partment much trouble, there being no less than nine pa- 
tients down at one time. The cause I found to be from 
improper system of sewerage. The drainage has been 
thoroughly overhauled, and new pipes with traps connected 
are now connected with the main sewer, and new ventila- 
tion has been put in, so that the building is now ina healthy 
condition. 

In all cases of contagious diseases the premises have 
been thoroughly fumigated. 


NUISANCES.

The larger number of nuisances are caused by people 
who seem to think it is the duty of the city to take care of 
their dead animals, and when any of their cats or dogs die, 
instead of burying them, as is their legal as well as moral 
duty, they throw them alongside the road or into the river 
to become a nuisance for the city to do away with. 
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DUMPS. 


The dumps in the city I found to be in a healthy condi- 
tion, as far as perceptible. 


VAULTS. 


License has been granted to five persons to remove con- 
tents of privy vaults in the city. 


As was recommended by my predecessor in office, I be- 
lieve it would be for the best interest of the city to remuner- 
ate the sanitary officer by a more liberal salary, as much bet- 
ter results would be accomplished by one who could afford 
and would be obliged to put his whole time into the duties 
of the office, than under the present arrangement.

STREET COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., Feb. 28, 1899. 


Lo fis Honor the Mayor and City Councils of the City 
of Somersworth : 


Gentlemen :—In accordance with the requirements of the 
city ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report of the . 
highway department, for the year ending Feb. 28, 1899, to- 
gether with a list of tools, which are now in possession of 
the street commissioner. 


Shortly after entering upon my duties as street commis- 
sioner, I found that the city was in much need of cross- 
walks, and I at once set to work to remedy the crossings 
which were most needed. 


The depot crossing was the first laid. It is of Biddeford 
granite, and of sufficient width to serve the publie for 
many years to come, and is much appreciated by the public 
in general. Other cross-walks of granite have also been 
laid at the terminus of Market street, at the junction of 
Highland and Orange streets, at the junction of Court dnd 
Mt. Vernon streets, and at the junction of High and Wash- 
ington streets. 


Main street has also been macadamized from the junction 
of Main and Washington streets to the junction of Main 
and Fayette streets, at a cost of two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00). The Cemetery road, so called, leading from the 
Forest Glade cemetery to West High street, has been 
leveled and graded and put in good condition, at an ex- 
pense of five hundred dollars ($500.00). 

A brick sidewalk, with curbstones, has been placed along 
the east side of Franklin street, and the sidewalks through- 
out the city have had some repairs made which improved 
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their condition, as have also the highways throughout the 
city. Not only in the compact part of the city but in the 
outlying districts much money has been spent and a great 
deal of good accomplished, so that our outlying highways 
are in a fairly good condition, and will compare favorably 
with the outlying districts of our neighboring cities. 
During the early part of the summer, a lot of land suit- 
able for a store-house and stone-crusher plant was pur- 
chased of Mrs. Mary A. Horne for the sum of one hun- 


dred and fifty dollars ($150.00). The lot is situated on 
West High street, and is of sufficient size for the depart- 
ment’s use. Immediately after the purchase of the lot a 
store-house, 60 ft. x 40 ft., was erected on said lot, at a cost 
of eight hundred dollars ($800.00), of suitable size to ac- 
commodate all the machinery and tools the city might have 
for many years to come, and thus save an annual rent of 
$216.00 a year, which was paid the previous year for storing 
the city’s tools.

CITY SOLICITOR’S REPORT: 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., Feb. 28, 1899. 
To the Board of Mayor and Aldermen and City Councils : 


In compliance with the duty imposed upon me by ordi- 
nance, I beg leave to make the following report of “all 
civil suits, or legal proceedings, in which the city has any 
interest.” 

At the time my last report was made, there were upon 
the court docket the case of the City v. Wm. F. Harmon 
for a balance of taxes alleged to be due from him, that of 
Ames & O'Shea v. the City (and several suits v. them, and 
the City as trustee, dependant upon the result of that), 
and also that of Wm. F. Harmon v. the City, for office rent 
when he was tax collector, in the years 1892-3, and for 
damages alleged to have been sustained by him in the latter 
year on account of not having received his tax-list at the 
usual time. 

The suit of Harmon v. the City was entered “neither 
party,’ by agreement of counsel and on recommendation 
of the court. 

The Ames & O’Shea suit has been referred to Hon. 
John M. Mitchell, of Concord, by agreement of counsel, 
and it is expected that a hearing will be had and decision 
rendered before the September term. 

George Brown, of Dover, at the present term, entered a 
suit v. the City, for a balance of $175.45 alleged to be due 
him for drawing plans for, and superintending the re-mod- 
eling of, the High and Prospect street school buildings, and 
for his expenses in the matter. 

The suit of Dr. J. G. Hammond v. the City, for profes- 
sional services rendered to W. S. Hayes at the request of 
the overseer of the poor, has been settled.

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REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


To His Honor the Mayor, and Members of the City 
Counctls : 


Gentlemen :—We hereby submit to you the following 
report as water commissioners of the city of Somersworth, 
for the year ending March 1, 1899. 

On June 16, 1898, two of the members, Haven Doe and 
Michael O’Malley, met at the commissioners’ office and 
organized by electing Haven Doe chairman, and Michael 
O'Malley clerk of the board. Patrick D. O’Connell was 
elected superintendent of the water works; James A. 
Flanagan, engineer at the pumping station; and Lewis E. 
Mellen, assistant engineer. 

Upon investigation we found that the books of the 
former commissioners were kept in such a manner that we 
were unable to understand them. We accordingly notified 
your honorable bodies to that effect, and a committee was 
appointed to examine the books.. Your committee met at 
the commissioners’ office and partially examined the books, 
but have never finished their examination, and we would 
recommend that your honorable bodies appoint a similar 
committee to complete the report. We have purchased a 
new set of books, which seem to give full satisfaction to all. 


INSPECTION. 


Your board of water commissioners felt that there should 
be an inspection of the number of services, and two compe- 
tent men were appointed to make such inspection, with the 
result that the following list of services were found which 
were not recorded on the books:.:

Notices were sent to the different owners, notifying 
them of the amounts due from them. Some of these ap- 
peared and were heard by the commissioners, and the 
matter was settled satisfactorily to all. 


SAND FILTER. 


In November the sand filter was given a thorough clean- 
ing, and will no doubt need to be cleaned two, and possibly 
three times a year. 


PUMPING STATION AND MACHINERY. 


At present the pumping station is in good repair, but in 
the near future the woodwork will need to be painted. The 
machinery is in good running order, and but slight repairs 
have been made on it during the year, only such being 
made as were needed to keep it in first-class condition. In 
August we purchased two hundred tons of coal, which will 
be sufficient to last until the coming August. We think 
that two hundred tons will be about a year’s supply. 


EXTENSIONS. 


At a meeting of your honorable bodies, held September 
20, 1898, the following resolution was passed by both 
branches : | 


Resolved: That the city raise by note the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to pay for the extensions of water pipe 
recommended by the board of water commissioners. 
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Piping on the following streets was recommended as 
follows : 


Myrtle street, 480 feet 6-inch pipe and one hydrant, 
Second street, 475 feet 6-inch pipe, 

Central street, 552 feet 4-inch pipe, 

Chesley avenue, 420 feet 4-inch pipe, 

King’s lane, 356 feet 14-inch pipe. 


The cost of the above will be found in the superintendent’s 
report. 
SERVICE PIPES. 


During the year sixty-six new service pipes have been 
put in and connections made for same, but as this part of 
the work has never been recorded until this year, we are 
unable to state the number of feet of service pipes now in 
use in the city. We have made research, in order to ascer- 
tain the number of services put in, but as the Great Falls 
Manufacturing Company kept no record of such matters, 
and as the former water committee and superintendent had 
no books for that purpose, we see no way to get at the 
matter, except when repairs have to be made on the 
services. 


RELATIVE TO SUPPLYING THE TOWN OF BERWICK 
WITH WATER. 


In September the citizens of Berwick sent a petition to 
your honorable bodies in relation to supplying said town 
with water. The board of water commissioners was made 
a committee on behalf of the city to meet a similar com- 
mittee from the town of Berwick. These committees had 
a meeting, and the following information was presented to 
the city councils: We find that there is existing in the 
town of Berwick a water company, so that in order for us 
to lay pipe in said town it would be necessary for their 
committee to procure this charter, or to have a new charter 
granted by the next legislature. We informed the commit- 
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tee that we would recommend the following to your 
honorable bodies : 

That, provided the town of Berwick would procure the 
charter now existing, or have another granted by the legis- 
lature and present the same to the city of Somersworth 
gratis, we would lay piping through the streets of Berwick 
and furnish the residents with water at the same rate as is 
paid by the citizens of Somersworth. 

Since that time the town of Berwick has done nothing in 
relation to having us extend our waterworks system into 
their town. They have always had free use of our water 
system in case of fire, and at the time the Frost fire occur- 
red we were obliged, in order to save the town of Berwick 
from destruction, to start our pumps and keep them run- 
ning all night and a part of the next day, thereby incurring 
no small expense to the city. 

In October your water commissioners met, and the 
following resolution was passed and sent to the selectmen 
of Berwick : 


Resolved: That the selectmen of the town of Berwick 
be notified that in case of fire in said town, when water is 
used from the Somersworth water plant, the town of Ber- 
wick shall have to pay for the same, the amount to be fixed 
by the water commissioners. 


The selectmen were accordingly notified October 17, 
1898, and such notice will be inforced, unless otherwise 
ordered. We feel that the town of Berwick has been 
treated fairly in the past and that they should pay at least 
something for protection against fire. 


WATER IN GENERAL. 


The water during the past year, has, as usual, been excel- 
lent. Inthe months of July, August and September we 
received a few complaints in regard to the color of the 
water. We had everything cleaned out that could cause 
any discolorment to the water, and in order to ascertain 
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what was the trouble with the water, if any, we sent sam- 
ples of it to the chemical department of Durham college. 
One of these samples was taken from the filter well and 
marked No. 1, while the other was taken from a street 
main and marked No. 2. The following is a copy of the 
letter sent us by Fred W. Morse, professor of the chemi- 
cal department at Durham college : 


DuruHAM, N. H., December 9, 1898. 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of the 
City of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen :—So far as the chemical analysis shows, the 
sample of water marked No. 2, from the street main, is 
better than the sample marked No. 1, from the filter well. 
[ cannot tell to what the color is due, whether organic 
matter or iron. The latter tends to darken in color the 
longer it stands, and may be the cause of the difference in 
tint between the two samples. A colorless iron compound 
in the water of the filter well changes to a colored com- 
pound in the standpipe. 

The analysis ot the sample No. 2 shows it to be an excel- 
lent water, and few rivers or pond waters are free from 


color.

No. 2 was slightly more colored than No. 1. Both samples 
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were clear and both showed traces of iron, No. 2 having 
slightly less than No. 1. The residue blackened on burn- 
ing.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 
To the Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen :—Agreeably to the rules and regulations re- 
lating to the duties of the superintendent, I submit my 
report, beginning with June 18, 1898, and ending March I, 
1899. 

PUMPING STATION. 


On Sunday, September 16, 1898, a high wind blew off 
large pieces of copper from the roof and carried them three 
hundred feet away. It cost $16.50 to repair the roof. The 
pumps have continued to do their work, requiring no out- 
lay except that of buying a few valves. The boilers have 
been regularly inspected by the* Fidelity and Casualty In- 
surance Company, who report them to be in good condi- 
tion. Two new mouth-pieces were bought in December. 
One of these was put into No. 2 boiler in January, and the 
other will be connected in the near future. Aside from 
these and a few other fixtures, no other expense has been 
incurred and no other repairs have been needed. I would 
recommend that the woodwork on the pumping station be 
painted this year; also that 300 feet of 2 I-2-inch hose, 
with pipe, be bought and placed in the pumping station for 
fire purposes, 

In July the commissioners instructed me to build a barbed 
wire fence between land of Isaiah Jones and that of the 
city. Aside from this, no work has been done on the 
grounds about the pumping station, but I would recom- 
mend that this spring some grass seed be sown and some 
parts of the grounds leveled, also that the street commis- 
sioner keep Wells street in repair and passable, both 
winter and summer. At present it needs some repairs. 


FILTER. 


In the latter part of October complaints were made to 
me in regard to the water. I made every effort to ascertain 
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what caused it to have such a dark, muddy color, opened 
hydrants and all blow-offs, but to no avail. I then sug- 
gested to the commissioners that something might be 
wrong with the filter bed, and ordered the engineer to 
pump out the filter for inspection. On Saturday noon, 
November 5, it was ready for inspection, and when I saw 
the surface I at once knew the cause of the trouble, for I 
found on it a large amount of rubbish, leaves, etc. With a 
number of men I worked until Sunday noon, skimming off 
all rubbish and about one-half inch of sand, and giving it a 
thorough cleaning. I then pumped out the screen well 
and found that the screen, which goes into it and prevents 
the rubbish from going into the filter, had been torn off 
and that any rubbish which came into the screen well had 
freeaccess to the filter bed. I had the screen well cleaned and 
repaired and a new screen put in, the cost of these repairs 
and the whole cleaning amounting to $57.75, the only ex- 
pense which has so far been incurred on account of the filter 
since it was completed. 

And now I am pleased to state that, according to the an- 
alysis of the samples of water sent Professor Morse, we 
have here in Somersworth one of the best waterworks 
plants and the purest water in New England. 


STANDPIPE. 


In regard to the standpipe, I would recommend that grass 
seed be sown on the grounds around it, and that these 
grounds be leveled and graded. 


EXTENSIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


By order of the board of water commissioners several ex- 
tensions have been made since June 18, 1898. The piping 
on Myrtle street was extended 480 feet, with six-inch pipe 
running to the new house of Roy Locke, and a new hydrant 
was put in at the end of this line. 

Four hundred and seventy-five feet of six-inch pipe, with 
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a six-inch gate, were laid on Second street, running from 
Indigo Hill road south, and five hundred and fifty-two feet 
of four-inch pipe were laid on Central street, from Main to 
Union streets, with a four-inch gate at each end of the 
street. Four hundred and twenty feet of four-inch pipe 
were laid on Chesley avenue, running east from Third street, 
with a four-inch gate set on line of Third street. Three 
hundred and fifty-six feet of one and one-half-inch pipe were 
laid in King’s lane, running west from Main street, with a 
two-inch gate set on line of Main street.

HYDRANTS.

Four of these 
have been repaired in this time. I would recommend that 
for the protection of property every hydrant be frequently 
inspected and tested, especially just before the ground 
freezes. 

PIPE. 

There have occurred three leaks in distribution piping, 
as follows: 

One in joint of six-inch pipe on Fore street, 
One in joint of eight-inch pipe on Back street, 
One in joint of six-inch pipe on Green street. 
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SERVICE PIPE. 


Since June 18, 1898, sixty-six new services have been put 
in, making the whole number to March 1, 1899, 700. Re- 
pairs have been made on fourteen services. JT ebruary 28, 
1899, there were in use 114 meters, four of.these being 
owned by water takers, and 110 by the water department.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE 
WATERWORKS ACCOUNTS. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., March 7, 1899. 
To the City Councils of the City of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen :—Your committee, to whom was referred the 
matter of examining the books of the superintendent of 
the water works and of the water commissioners up to 
May, 1898, beg to report as follows: 

Your committee met at the office of the water commis- 
sioners soon after they were appointed, and began the in- 
vestigation of the vouchers and the books that had been 
kept by the former superintendent of the water works, un- 
der the direction of the former board of water commis- 
sioners. 

Your committee spent a considerable time, and in fact 
all the time that was at their disposal without interfering 
to a large extent with their business, in examining the books 
of the superintendent and the vouchers for payment of 
money, the bills contracted by the board; also the memo- 
randum slips used by the superintendent as checks for 
money received by him from water takers. 

These checks were in a sense memoranda of the daily 
cash transactions, and your committee carefully examined 
and compared the entries in the cash books kept by the su- 
perintendent of the water works with these slips. 

Owing to the fact that two members of your committee 
were members of the joint standing committee on finance, 
and as a large portion of their time was necessarily devoted 
to the work of preparing for the issue of the city’s bonds, 
they were unable to attend to the duties incumbent upon 
them as members of this committee, and have not fully 
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completed their work, and are unable to make a full report 
of the matters referred to them, and cannot complete their 
duties before the expiration of their term of office; they, 
therefore, beg to be excused from further duty, and would 
suggest that a new committee be appointed by the incom- 
ing administration to complete the work begun by them. 


Your committee would say that the books of the super- 
intendent appeared to have been rather loosely kept, and 
daily entries of cash received were not made; several days 
in some cases elapsing without any entries being made in 
the cash book, where the slips showed that cash had been 
received during those days. The cash total, so far as the 
slips found, called for taking the account month by month, 
was substantially correctly entered for the period covered 
by the term of office of the superintendent, but as the cash 
book contains entries of amounts received from the con- 
necting of the water pipe with residences, also from metered 
water, and as the time-book in which the wages of the men 
employed by the water commissioners was not at hand it 
was impossible for your committee to make a thorough ex- 
amination of the books, 

While your committee was authorized to employ an ex- 
pert to examine the books and accounts, they did not feel 
justified in incurring that expense until they were satisfied 
that there were gross errors in the accounts. 

Your committee are not prepared to report that they 
found any evidence that the books were not honestly kept, 
but do find that such errors as were discovered were the 
results of carelessness and inattention to the details of 
book-keeping on the part of the superintendent.

REPORT OF CHAIRMAN OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Lo the Mayor and City Counctls of the City of Somers- 
worth, N. #.: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit herewith the 
report of the public schools of Somersworth for the year 
ending February 15, 1899. 


The report of the superintendent of schools, together | 
with the various committee and special reports, which are — 
appended and made a part of this report, shows the general 
condition of the schools and the expenditures for the past 
year. 


It has been the aim of the school board to secure in the 
work of the schools the best and most permanent results 
possible for the money expended. To secure good results 
which are permanent, it is felt that the action of the board 
should be governed by a definite, well-considered policy ; 
that this policy should include: 


first. The laying out of school work in a course of 
study that is in harmony with the best educational thought 
of the day; that is correctly graded; that is sufficiently 
flexible to meet the needs of all classes of pupils; that is 
capable of adjustment to meet the requirements of ever- 
changing conditions. 

Second. The building up of a teaching force that is in- 
telligent, enthusiastic, conscientious and strong. 


Third. The securing and maintaining of suitable physi- 
cal conditions, comfortable school buildings, pleasant school 
rooms, attractive school grounds, 

Fourth. The systematic enforcement of the school at- 
tendance laws. 


Fifth. The promoting of a better understanding of, and 
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more active interest in, the work of the schools, by the 
community at large. 

Something along these lines has already been accom- 
plished by the present board. The work of the schools 
has been revised and regraded throughout upon modern 
lines, and the various schools are now in process of adjust- 
ing their work to the new requirements. It is believed that 
when the change is effected, our school work will meet the 
needs of all the pupils better than it has hitherto done. 

There have been few changes in our corps of teachers 
during the past year, and as a body we believe that they 
have done faithful and conscientious work. It is no dispar- 
agement, then, of the work of our present teachers, that 
we urge the necessity of strengthening our teaching force. 
To maintain and increase its efficiency, it must grow, either 
through the individual growth of its members or by the in- . 
troduction of new material. It is important that every 
teacher should have a large conception of the possibilities 
and responsibilities of her calling. The teacher who sees 
in her vocation merely six hours of labor each day and the 
teaching of reading, writing and arithmetic, is not a profit- 
able teacher to employ. She should feel her responsibility 
for the physical, mental and moral welfare of the children 
entrusted to her care; she should feel that all her time, 
energy and enthusiasm are needed for the work that she 
has to do, and she should feel the need of constant study 
and improvement. 


We have seen with satisfaction the teachers of this city 
engaging in this work of self-improvement in their teachers’ 
club, and the board are not unappreciative of good work 
done here. 


When vacancies occur in the teaching force, it is the pur- 
pose of the board to fill them by the selection of compe- 
tent teachers; that they do not always succeed in doing so 
should not be a matter of surprise, as it is impossible to 
predict with certainty a teacher’s success; but in the elec- 
tion and retention of teachers the only thing which should 
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be considered is their fitness. Only the best should be 
elected and only the efficient retained. 


The new grammar school building is nearing completion 
and will shortly be placed at the disposal of the school 
authorities. This will enable the grammar schools to be 
gathered together in one building, and make it possible to 
provide, if necessary, for more primary schools, and will 
give the high school the use of the entire building on the 
hill. With ample room, a sufficient teaching force and its 
present enrollment, our high school should do as good work 
as any of the neighboring high schools. This the commu- 
nity will doubtless expect and will be justified in demanding. 


Heretofore the lack of room has been a reason for the 
failure to enforce with strictness the school attendance laws. 
With the completion of the new building that reason will 
no longer exist, and all pupils required by law to attend 
school should be compelled to attend. 


It has been frequently said within the past few years that 
the public is out of touch with its schools; that it does not 
understand them. If this is true, it is certainly a misfor- 
tune, and it behooves the public to become better acquainted 
with its schools. Let the parents visit the schools and 
study them, not on exhibition days, but on regular school 
days; let them invite the teachers to their homes and be- 
come acquainted with them, and find out what they are 
doing with the children entrusted to their care, what their 
ideas are and how they are carrying them out. 


Criticism of the schools is not objected to; on the con- 
trary it is welcomed, but it should be intelligent criticism. 
No one can honestly criticise a thing which he knows noth- 
ing about, and no citizen should allow himself to utter a 
word in disparagement of a school that he has never per- 
sonally visited, or where his information is the result of a 
single casual visit. Nocitizen should criticise, either favor- 
ably or adversely, a school system until he has studied it 
carefully and understands its import. Such criticism teach- 
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ers and school officials resent, and properly. It is not can- 
did ; it is not honest, and it carries no weight. 

Teachers are often blamed where the fault is the parents’. 
Children do not get along well in school, lose their interest, 
get behind in their studies. Investigation usually shows 
that they are absent every few days, tardy now and then, or 
must be dismissed occasionally. The teacher is held re- 
sponsible for the lack of interest and slow progress, while 
the parent is doing his utmost to kill the interest and retard 
the progress of the pupil, by encouraging, or at least per- 
mitting, a listless, slip-shod, indifferent attendance. 

Regularity and punctuality are cardinal virtues in school 
life, and they are held in high esteem bey ond the limits of 
school. This community apparently does not rate them 
highly, or, if it does, believes that it has no responsibility 
in the matter. The home and the school should work to- 
gether in the interest of the children, each one helping the 
other, and both together, working in harmony, can lay a 
secure foundation for lives of future honor and usefulness.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of the City of Somersworth: 


My second annual report as superintendent of schools 1s 
herewith submitted : 

The work for the past year has been carried on with few 
serious interruptions. Starting out with the idea that sud- 
den and radical changes were to be avoided, we have en- 
deavored to bring our work gradually into the proposed 
lines in such a way that the change may be least marked in 
the schools; that there may be no sudden change, but a 
gradual growth from the old to the new. We have revised 
our course of study, and also, to some extent, our method 
of teaching certain subjects. 

It is perhaps inevitable that there should be temporarily 
a little wavering and uncertainty of purpose on the part of 
teachers in adapting their work to the requirements of a 
new course of study whose scope and aims can not yet be 
fully understood by them; but this uncertainty should only 
be temporary. A little time and faithful study should make 
us sure of our ground and enable us to go onward with 
that definiteness of purpose which is essential to all good 
teaching. 


ATTENDANCE, 


In the matter of attendance, the past year has been about 
an average year. The registers show that the average daily 
attendance has been 91.84 per cent. of the average enroll- 
ment. While this is a fair attendance compared with that 
of other towns in the state, yet it is not sufficiently good to 
indicate to my mind that the importance of regular attend- 
ance at school is properly appreciated in this community. 
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This record means that out of the total average enrollment 
of 809 pupils, 66, more than 8 per cent, were absent every 
day of the school year; an amount of absence equivalent 
to the closing of one entire school of 44 pupils for 54 
weeks. 

The amount of absence is still more noticeable when we 
consider our total enrollment. We had during the year 
1,000 pupils enrolled upon our registers, yet only 743 of 
them were present each day. Where were the other 257? 
Some were sick undoubtedly, some were at work part of 
the time, and some moved out of town during the year ; 
but making liberal allowance for all of these contingencies, 
it is still evident that a large number were absent who 
ought to have been in school. As it costs as much, or very 
nearly as much, to educate the number in average daily 
attendance as it would if the total number enrolled were 
present every day, it is easily seen that there is a large 
financial waste involved in this desultory attendance. In 
other words, that the community is not getting the full 
worth of its investment. 

Further: the census enumerator last spring found, in 
round numbers, 1,450 children of school age in town; and, 
while I have not the attendance figures of the parochial 
school, yet allowing 300 for the enrollment, that, in addi- 
tion to the enrollment in the public schools, only makes a 
total of 1,300, leaving 150 pupils totally unaccounted for. 
This number would be further increased by deducting from 
our enrollment the number of pupils who are above school 
age. 

It seems to me that the conditions call for a stricter ed- 
forcement of the compulsory attendance laws, and that the 
Board should exercise its right of demanding regular at- 
tendance at school of all pupils enrolled. 


DISCIPLINE. 


There have been few difficulties to adjust between teach- 
ers and pupils during the past year, and none of these were 
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of a serious character. There seems to be a general dis- 
position on the part of teachers to treat their pupils with 
consideration, and pupils seldom fail to meet such disposi- 
tion with a disposition to do about what is right.. For the 
most part good discipline has been maintained in the 
schools, and the cases where corporal punishment has been 
inflicted have been few. The ideal discipline of a school is 
not different from that which prevails in a refined, well- 
ordered home. The authority which governs is never con- 
spicuous, not often in evidence, but is always recognized. 
The obedience which it secures is a willing obedience and 
is never influenced by fear. The skillful exercise of such 
authority is a fine art, and it must not be supposed that all 
teachers possess the art in equal degrees; but if a teacher 
fails to some extent in the management of her school we 
should not be in haste to condemn her. Her task, with 
her 30 to 50 pupils, is a difficult one, and if she fails to 
make her school like an ideal home in the matter of disci- 
pline, let us not be too hard with her; there are homes, 
too, that fall far short of the ideal; where the discipline is 
scarcely so good as in our worst-governed schools. Of 
course this fact does not relieve the teacher from the 
responsibility of governing her school ; but it does explain 
a great many failures in school discipline, and should lead 
us to be charitable in our judgments. 

In our own schools doubtless some teachers have fallen 
somewhat short of what we consider our just expectations ; 
but in the main, the discipline has been good. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


At the close of the spring term it became evident that 
some provision must be made for the High school, to secure 
more room and to provide laboratory facilities for modern 
work in the sciences. During the summer vacation the 
High school building was remodeled at a considerable ex- 
pense, and a chemical laboratory is now fitted up and some 
provision has been made for the work in physics; all, per- 
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haps, that can be properly done until the entire building is 
at our disposal for the use of the High school. When the 
new Grammar school building is completed the High school 
will have the use of the entire building which it now occu- 
pies in part, and with some few minor changes yet to be 
made it will have ample accommodations for some years to 
come. The changes already made in this building have 
made it necessary to remove the first Grammar school to a 
room in the engine house on the hill, and another school 
has been crowded out, to find accommodations in another 
engine house near the new school building. 

It was doubtless the best provision that could be made 
for these schools, as we had no vacant school rooms; but 
temporary quarters of this kind are not satisfactory, and 
the work of schools that are provided for in this way is 
pretty sure to deteriorate, and it is much more difficult to 
maintain good discipline in improvised school rooms than it 
is in regular school buildings. However, as this condition 
is to be of brief duration and both these schools will soon 
be housed in the new school building, the disadvantages un- 
der which they have labored for the current year will soon 
be removed. 

Aside from these two schools, our accommodations are 
good, and all of the school buildings are in good condition. 
With the completion of the new building the school accom- 
modations of this place will compare favorably with those 
of any other town in the state. 


SCHOOL WORK. 


During the year the outline of work in the schools has 
been revised throughout. In this revision we have had in 
mind the kind and amount of work that is required in other 
cities in this and neighboring states, not with a view to 
making our work like theirs in all particulars, but with the 
purpose of conforming as far as possible to usages and re- 
quirements which seem to be general, so that pupils who 
come here from other cities, or who go to other cities from 
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our schools, may make the change without unnecessary loss 
of time in finding their appropriate grades. 

We have also endeavored to provide in some degree for 
the needs of pupils of various abilities; providing work 
enough for those who learn quickly, and so enabling them 
to pass readily from one grade to another whenever the re- 
quired work has been done, at the same time keeping in 
mind the interests of the pupils who learn more slowly and 
with greater effort, and so arranging our work that they 
may not be unduly hurried. 


One of the chief objections to our graded school system 
has been the fact that it has required every child to do pre- 
cisely the same work in precisely the same time. A re- 
quirement which is utterly unreasonable and impossible to 
meet. We have tried in good faith to do it, for we felt that 
the unity of our grades must be preserved or we would fall 
into hopeless confusion, but gradually the truth has been 
forced upon us that children are not all alike and cannot be 
made so, and ought not if they could. Some are naturally 
quick, and some are slow; some are energetic and ambi- 
tious, and some are listless and indifferent; some are from 
homes of wealth, refinement and culture, where they are 
surrounded with all the influences which tend to promote 
their intellectual and moral growth, and some come from 
homes where the influences all tend in the opposite direc- 
tion. In view of all these facts it is manifestly unjust as 
well as unwise to set the same pace and establish the same 
requirements for all pupils. 


We have been aware for some time that our quickest 
pupils were wasting from one to three years time, and that 
our slowest pupils were being urged faster than they ought 
to go; but we have justified our action by the claim that we 
were working for the greatest good to the greatest number ; 
that uniformity must be maintained, hence our work was 
arranged for the average pupil; and if a child happened to 
be born brighter or duller than the average, it was his mis- 
fortune and he must suffer the consequences. 
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Of late the conviction has been growing that we have 
been laying too much stress upon the matter of uniformity, 
that we have been magnifying the system at the expense 
of the pupil, and that while our work is planned for the 
average child, yet the,requirements ought to be sufficiently 
flexible to meet, in some measure, at least, the wants of 
those pupils who fall outside the average lines. 

Confusion is to be avoided, certainly; but would it result 
in chaos if we were to make reasonable allowance for the 
varying capacities of our pupils and require each to do 
what he can do well and no more? 

It seems to me that it would not produce any serious dis- 
turbance. 

It might interfere to some extent with the accuracy of 
our grading, but the child is of more importance than the 
grade, and whatever is for his interest is of the first im- 
portance. 

Another point that has been considered in re-arranging 
our school work is this: Many pupils do not complete the 
Grammar school course, but attend for a few years and then 
drop out to go to work. It is evident that the work of the 
schools should be so arranged that at whatever time it be- 
comes necessary for a child to leave school, his education 
should be symmetrical as far as it has gone; the few years 
that he is in school should do all that is possible towards 
giving him the ability to learn for himself; and we have so 
arranged the order of subjects in our course that essential 
facts of each subject are touched upon every year, the de- 
tails increasing from grade to grade. 


The High school course has been changed to meet the 
increased requirements for admission to college, and the 
work in science, history, English and French has been 
strengthened. Asa whole, the work as outlined is in ac- 
cord with that of other progressive New England cities. 

It is planned with a view to the pupil’s interest rather 
than to convenience of classification, and if our teaching is 
well done we have no reason to fear for the results. 
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Not much work that is strictly new has been undertaken 
during the year. We have begun the study of nature work 
in all the grades, and although it requires a considerable 
amount of time to get the best results in this work, yet I 
believe we have made a good beginning. The object of 
this work is not primarily to teach the elements of science, 
but to awaken on the part of the children an interest in, 
and love for, the beautiful things that le all about them. 
Wholesome, happy interests of this sort awaken and stim- 
ulate the observing faculties, fill the mind with pleasant 
thoughts whose scope grows wider and wider as the child’s 
experience grows. Each step of progress brings new in- 
terests and new friends from Nature's world. Each new 
discovery is a new delight. The drudgery of learning 
ceases. ‘The tastes and interests which this study develops 
tend to better, happier living, and render the child less sus- 
ceptible to the vicious influences which he will encounter in 
life. . 

Elementary algebra and physical geography have been 
introduced into the ninth grade Grammar school, with the 
purpose of bridging over to some extent the gap between 
the work of the High and Grammar schools. 


We have not yet attempted to introduce into the Gram- 
mar schools the studies of Latin, French and geometry, as 
many other places have done ; and in view of the results of 
our work in other subjects I should doubt the wisdom of 
adding more to the grammar course at present. It is not 
the multiplication of studies that enriches the course so 
much as the way they are taught, and it seems to me that 
it should be our aim to do thoroughly the work that we have 
attempted before adding to its amount. 


Vertical writing has now had a trial of a little more than 
a year, and the results upon the whole are satisfactory. 
The only difficulty that has been encountered is with 
pupils in the higher grades who had previously learned the 
slant hand. A few of these have found some difficulty in 
changing to the vertical. Thus far 1 see no reason to 
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change my belief that for all purposes the vertical hand is 
superior to the slant, and that its use will produce a hand- 
writing that is more legible and nearly, if not quite, as 
rapid. 

In our other branches of work we have been gradually 
changing our methods of treatment to conform to the re- 
quirements of our new course. To make the change with- 
out confusion requires some little time; but at the opening 
of another school year we should be ready to follow our new 
lines of work throughout. 

The work in music and drawing under the direction of the 
special teachers has progressed satisfactorily. I believe 
that the educational value of these two subjects. is no longer 
seriously questioned ; but comparatively few people realize 
what an important place they occupy in our educational sys- 
tem, and how much that is profitable, interesting, useful and 
enjoyable they bring into the school life of the pupils. 

The work in both these subjects has been intelligently 
directed and conscientiously carried out, and the results ob- 
tained are all that we could reasonably expect. More de- 
tailed informotion as to the work in these two branches 
will be found in the reports of the supervisors of music and 
drawing, which are appended. 


TEXT-BOOKS AND APPARATUS. 


Not many changes in text-books have been made during 
the past year. ; 

The most important change was the adoption of the 
Natural geographies. These are new books, based upon 
the new ideas of geography. The best test of a book is 
its use in the class room. We have not used these books 
long enough to test results, but I should judge that it would 
be a satisfactory text-book. The only other books that 
have been added to the list are Boyden’s algebra and Blais- 
dell’s physiologies. 

Our book list at present is a good one, and few changes 
should be necessary for some time to come. A _ better 
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arithmetic than the one we are using could doubtless be 
procured, but I do not regard it as an urgent necessity. 
Changes in books, like changes in teachers, should not be 
made too frequently, and not without good reasons. 

Considerable apparatus has been added to the equipment 
of the High school during the past year, and more should 
be added the coming year. The expense of providing all 
necessary apparatus for work in the sciences is quite large; 
but it need not, and ought not, all to be assumed at once. 
I would suggest that a definite sum be set apart each year 
for the purchase of apparatus until the equipment is ade- 
quate. 


QUALIFICATION OF TEACHERS. 


While the ability to pass a written examination is by no 
means an infallible test of one’s qualifications to teach suc- 
cessfully, yet that, in connection with such facts as can be 
ascertained concerning the candidate’s character, disposition 
and habits, is as good a test as we are able to apply; and 
such a test is given to those desiring teacher’s certificates. 
It seems to me, however, that it is wholly unnecessary for 
the towns and cities of the state to give any such test. 
The state authorities provide an annual examination for 
those who desire to teach. The examination is held in as 
many as ten or twelve different places, conveniently access- 
ible to all. It is a fairer, broader, more satisfactory exam- 
ination than any school board would be likely to give, and 
it seems to me only reasonable that school boards should 
insist that all candidates who have not had special training, 
or satisfactory experience, pass this examination before 
their applications can be considered. 


TRUANCY AND TARDINESS. 


The truant officer’s report, which is appended, shows 84 
cases of truancy for the year. This number is very much 
larger than it ought to be, and indicates a condition of 
affairs that ought to be remedied. I believe the whole mat- 
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ter of school attendance should be carefully considered by 
the school board at an early date, and such regulations 
adopted as will secure prompt and regular attendance at 
school on the part of all pupils who are, or ought to be, en- 
rolled. Once let the habit of prompt and regular attend- 
ance be formed and truancy will for the most part disap- 
pear. 

Last year I spoke of the large amount of tardiness. The 
number has not been greatly decreased during the past year. 
There must be a stronger effort on the part of the teach- 
ers and, if necessary, more stringent rules by the board; 
for this is an evil which ought to be corrected, and at once. 
We are under just as great obligation to teach. punctuality 
as we are to teach arithmetic, and let every teacher see to 
it that she is not lacking in her duty in this matter. Pa- 
rents ought to give us their hearty co-operation in this work, 
and would, I believe, if they could once be made to feel its 
importance. Let us use every means in our power the com- 
ing year to correct this evil. 


TEACHERS. 


The chief essential of a good school system is a good 
corps of teachers. Every legitimate effort should be made 
to keep good teachers as long as possible, and when new 
teachers are to be selected the utmost care should be exer- 
cised in the selection. In this way only can the teaching 
force be kept at its best. The loss of a good teacher is 
always a misfortune, but it becomes a calamity when she is 
replaced by a poor one. We have lost two good teachers 
during the year, or strictly speaking, three; for Miss Chute 
left very early in the year. Aside from these instances our 
teaching force remains the same as last year. Although 
we regret the loss of any teachers, perhaps we should be 
thankful that no more changes were necessary. 

Although the individuals comprising our present teaching 
force vary in skill, energy and enthusiasm, yet as a whole I 
believe they are doing good, conscientious work. I believe 
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that the need of study and self improvement is generally 
recognized, and that they are making an effort to improve 
both their knowledge and methods of teaching. There is 
always hope for a live, growing teacher, whatever her pres- 
ent deficiencies ; so, too, there is always hope for a teaching 
corps where the professional spirit is strong. We have 
been endeavoring to cultivate this professional spirit, and 
with success I think. Our teachers’ club is a flourishing 
association, which meets once a month for the discussion 
of educational matters. Some excellent papers have been 
presented by the various members, and several animated 
discussions have been carried on. The work done by this 
club has seemed most promising to me; I look to see it 
raise the standard of our teaching ability, broaden our edu- 
cational outlook and make its influence felt in the commu- 
nity. School officials, teachers and citizens should work 
together and study together the various problems that arise 
in connection with the public schools. 

Every community should have a definite educational pol- 
icy which represents the will of the majority of its citizens. 
Changes in the membership of the school board, in super- 
intendents or in teachers should not materially affect it. It 
should be stable, not stationary, but advancing as the social, - 
industrial and moral life of the community advances. There 
can be, however, no definite policy without a clear under- 
standing of the foundation principles of education and some 
knowledge of the spirit, aims and tendencics of our modern 
school system. 


The public should be in closer touch with the public 
schools; should understand them better and be more in 
sympathy with them. To this end, teachers and parents 
should meet occasionally on common ground, and each 
should view the subject of school education from the others’ 
standpoint. 


With teachers, school officials and parents working to- 


gether for the good of the schools, their progress will be 
steady and assured. Can we not have such co-operation 
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here in this community? The teachers are ready to take 
the first step. Will the parents meet them half way? 
Further information in regard to the work and needs of 
the High school will be found in the report of the principal, 
which is appended.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. W. N. Cragin, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—In compliance with your request for a state- 
ment of the condition of vocal music in the schools of Som- 
ersworth, I respectfully submit the following: 


The same principles have been pursued the present year 
as formerly, and a fair degree of advancement, both in 
quality and work, has been accomplished. More attention 
has been given to tone-work in the lower grades than last 
year. We, as teachers, realize more and more the import- 
ance of establishing the purity of tone in the child’s voice. 
If a teacher is able to get her pupils to give her a sweet, 
musical quality of tone, in the daily music lesson, its soft- 
ening and refining influence is felt throughout the day. 
Pupils learn to see the beauty of the pure, sweet quality of 
voice, and use it not only in their singing and reading, but 
in all their work. Good habits of voice production are 
established and the vocal organs grow stronger and more 
flexible. With diligent, persistent effort I am convinced 
this can be acquired. Such a course demands great care 
on our part, as teachers, that we see to it that the children 
shall, while in school, hear and use the soft voice only. 
This does not mean they should sing with less spirit, but 
never with loud, high pitched voices. 

The usual work has been done in the Grammar and High 
schools. 

We would cordially invite the parents to visit us often in 
our work. Your presence and co-operation would be most 
welcome and act as incentives to better work in this de- 
partment. 

When music is taught and felt as an inherent part of the 
great harmony of nature and life, and the boys and girls of 
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our public schools, as they grow to be men and women, will 
gratefully acknowledge 


“What in music was, we used to dream, 
What it is, we dare, at last to know,”’ 


Then we shall feel that our humble efforts have been re- 
warded. 

I wish to thank the superintendent and members of the 
board of education for their kindly assistance; also my 
teachers, who have been ever responsive and kind.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To the Committee and Superintendent of Schools, Somers- 
worth, N. H1.: 


Dear Sirs :—This annual report is necessarily that of two 
half years. Entering upon the work in February, ’98, I 
endeavored to complete it in accordance with my prede- 
cessor’s plans and avoid as far as possible the break caused 
by a new specialist. The hearty co-operation of the teach- 
ers greatly aided me. 


This fall, the committee, realizing that drawing in the 
High school must grow in just proportion with other sub- 
jects, increased the time of special instructor there from 
one and one-half to four and one-half hours per week. An 
effort toward grading the work has been made. There are 
now three distinct classes (1) The freshman, drawing 
from groups of three or more type solids in all positions to 
illustrate the principles of perspective. (2) The Charcoal 
class, drawing in light and shade from “still life’’ groups. 
This class is sadly in need of bric-a-brac. A small term al- 
lowance would soon remedy this and enable the instructor 
to pick up from time to time casts and pottery that would 
be attractive to draw and cultivate taste. (3) The Mechan- 
ical class, who have just received a set of instruments, with 
which they can do the finest and most accurate work. 


The Grammar grades have passed with the season, draw- 
ing objects from the plant world to the vegetables and 
fruits, and finally to the type solids. In the cold months ° 
they have taken mechanical work, which includes simple, 
constructive geometry and “working drawings.” 

The primary grades have given less time than heretofore 
to form study, but have drawn any simple object that has 
been available, mostly from the plant world. 
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Miss Weeden’s class purchased a set of color boxes, and 
have been enjoying their added wealth. 

Water cups for all the buildings would be a second step 
toward color work for all, and would be in as constant use 
as the brush. 

Permit me to thank the teachers for their hearty co-oper- 
ation, and to say I have thoroughly enjoyed myself with 
them. }

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 


Mr. Cragin, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—A report of the condition of the Somers- 
worth High school for the half year ending February, 1899, 
is herewith submitted : 

Coming as I did a stranger to the school and its environ- 
ment, this has naturally been a period of discovery and 
trial. There are a few points on which I wish to touch 
with especial emphasis, and the most prominent of these is 
in reference to absence, tardiness and dismissals. 

When in one session we have more tardy scholars than 
they have in neighboring cities in a whole month, it is cer- 
tainly time to call a halt. 


These pupils, please bear in mind, have largely brought 
excuses from home, showing that they had remained away 
with the knowledge and consent of the parent or guardian. 
We had, in the fall term, over two hundred such cases of 
tardiness. This certainly would seem to indicate a laxness 
or thoughtlessness somewhere or everywhere. On the one 
hand we may not, as teachers, have done our whole duty, 
if our pupils are so indifferent to their work that they are 
not anxious to be present, and the parents and guardians 
are in fault when they countenance in the least any ten- 
dency to absence or the avoidance of school duties. It 
hardly need be remarked that it is the business of the pupil 
to be punctual in his attendance, just as much as it is that 
of the clerk or merchant. 


Tardy pupils necessarily attract attention when entering 
the room, and suggest a lack of order and system that is 
particularly demoralizing to the school. At present there 
seems to be a decided improvement, but should this prove 
fleeting, I believe very radical measures should be adopted. 
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It would be much better to drop entirely from our rolls 
those who become notoriously faulty in this respect, than 
to suffer their example to be so constant and deleterious an 
influence on the school. I feel that the parents will agree 
perfectly in this matter, and I trust that in another term, 
at least, we can divide our tardy marks by ten, for where 
we had two hundred, twenty, certainly, should have suf- 
ficed. 


In attendance our record is rather better, though several 
per cent. at least lower than the record should be. Apropos 
of this matter, I should like to say a word in reference to 
one session. After quite a thorough investigation, I find 
invariably the one session plan, where adopted, has led to 
better attendance. This quite naturally follows, for it 
halves the opportunities, and moreover affords time for such 
home duties as pupils of the High school would be called 
‘upon to attend to and for which they might otherwise be 
compelled to lose a part of the day at school. 


There is, too, a financial side to this matter, which we 
should vote for if the bill at present before the Legislature 
becomes a law. Our portion of the tax received from the 
state might be very seriously influenced by our percentage 
of attendance. During the time in which the one session 
plan was in operation in this city, the average was from 
three to seven per cent. higher then at any other time. 
These facts, it seems to me, are worthy of earnest consid- 
eration. 


The new course of study suggested by you is working 
admirably. Some modifications were necessitated in mak- 
ing it conform to the condition of the upper classes, but 
the freshmen follow it exactly as scheduled. The innova- 
tion in the uniformity of the different courses for the first 
year is particularly successful, and will leave them at the 
end of the year prepared to elect their courses with an in- 
telligent conception of what they are doing. This success 
is due in a large measure to Miss Harmon, who has labored 
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earnestly that the study of Latin should be attractive and 
popular, as well as helpful. 


The increased teaching force made necessary by the 
strengthening of the English course and the lengthening 
of the recitation periods was well filled by the promotion 
of Miss Quimby. 

The classes in French under Miss Newhall have done 
especially good work, considerable conversation and story 
telling in the French having been required. 


In. Physics and Chemistry it has been the aim to make 
the work just as practical] as possible, for in such an age 
as this, where machinery is growing more and more com- 
plex and its application more and more extended, it is but 
just that the education of the child should at least tend to- 
ward fitting him to take up any trade or profession with 
mind and brain trained in part for the work before him. 

During the summer vacation, while the building was be- 
ing repaired, much apparatus were broken, but the inge- 
nuity and patience of some of the class were called into 
play and many quite delicate repairs were made at a trifling 
cost to the city. The new pieces furnished have been a 
constant source of interest and enlightenment to the whole 
school. Money so invested certainly brings large returns. 


With the removal of the Grammar school our quarters 
will be much improved; for the present we are obliged to 
use the Chemistry labratory both for Physics and Chemis- 
try, as we need the Physics labratory as a recitation room. 


Our Friday exercises are at present taking the form of 
debates, and the interest is very marked. Such questions 
as the comparative greatness of Washington and Lincoln, 
the annexation of the Philippines, etc., have been consid- 
ered. 


One matter in which I have been quite disappointed is 
the small number of visits of parents during the regular 
work of the school. 


I wish to take this opportunity of thanking you, and 
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through you the members of the school board, for your ac- 
tive interest and assistance in everything pertaining to the 
best interests of the school.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVENING 
SCHOOLS. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., March 13, 1899. 


To the Chairman and Members of the School Board of 
the City of Somersworth, N. E.: 


Gentlemen :—Your sub-committee for evening schools 
respectfully submits the following: At a meeting of the 
school board held in November, 1898, it was unanimously 
voted to leave the matter of opening evening schools to the 
sub-committee, with power to act. The committee care- 
fully considered the matter and deemed it advisable, for 
the benefit of the many children who are deprived for var- 
ious reasons of attending our schools during the day ses- 
sions, to open evening schools. Accordingly, the commit- 
tee decided to open the evening schools in the Orange 
street school building for a twelve weeks term, beginning 
January 3, 1899 and ending March 24. The sessions to be 
held Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday evenings 
of each week from seven to nine o'clock during the term. 
The schools opened with sixty pupils and during the first 
week the number increased to one hundred and sixty. 
The pupils were graded as well as the classes would admit 
of, and were placed under the tutorship of Miss L. M. 
Weeden, Miss Abbie Keating, Miss Emma de 1’Etoile and 
Miss Sadie Bunker, all graduates of our High school. On 
account of Miss Weeden becoming ill, the committee were 
obliged to substitute Mrs. Eben Bickford and later Miss F. 
H. Mayo. We believe the work was of much benefit to 
the pupils. We also believe that the parents have been 
very negligent in not urging their children to attend the 
schools. 
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In order that children and their parents may appreciate 
the advantages of an evening school, we recommend that 
the school board exercise a strict enforcement of the school 
laws in regard to children not attending school under the 
age of sixteen.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HEALTH. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., March 1, 1899. 


To the Members of the School Board of the City of Som- 
ersworth, NN. H. 


Gentlemen :—Your committee on health beg leave to 
submit the following report : 


We found that during the year just ended the general 
health of the pupils has been good, notwithstanding the 
crowded condition of the schools of the lower grades. But 
few cases of diphtheria or scarlet fever have been brought 
to our attention, and the teachers, as a whole, report but 
few absentees on account of sickness. 

The crowded condition of the schools has been greatly 
benefitted by the erection of the Chandler grammar school 
building. The structure is on a high elevation of land, 
and is equipped with the latest and improved heating and 
ventilating system which will prove healthful to the teach- 
ers as well as the many pupils who will have the pleasure 
of attending the grammar school for years to come. 

In closing we desire to say a few words in relation to the 
vaccination of the school children. During the past weeks 
we have read much in the newspapers about an epidemic of 
small pox in Waterville and other Maine cities, and it 
caused considerable excitement and. worriment among the 
boards of health throughout New England. We would, 
therefore, recommend that all children attending school be 
vaccinated before the coming September term of school be- 
gins.

The Chandler school has a builder's insurance of $10,000. 

The committee also desire to give a brief account of the 
repairs to the several school buildings for the year just 
ended. 

The Blackwater school, which is taught by Miss Maude 
Andrews, has had but few repairs, but is in suitable condi- 
tion. 

The Prospect street school has had many much needed 
repairs during the summer vacation. The old out-house 
building, which connected on to the rear of the school 
building, has been removed, making the building and sur- 
roundings neat and attractive. In the interior of the build- 
ing much needed improvements have been made; the coal 
and wood room, which was located in the southerly part of 
the building, has been removed and the room re-arranged 
into toilet rooms, finished up in hard pine, well lighted and 
ventilated, and the sanitary condition is of the best. There 
has also been added another entrance to the school, so that 
in case of fire the pupils could make an easier and quicker 
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exit. A new roll-way has been added and the fuel is kept 
in the basement, so that the facilities are equal to any 
school building in the city. The total amount expended on 
the building and grounds was $428.13. 

The Woodvale school was thoroughly renovated during 
the previous year and the only thing necessary to be done 
was the repairing of the black-boards which was promptly 
attended to. 

The Horne school which is situated on the line of the 
electric road has been closed for the past few years, the 
reason being that there was not a sufficient number of 
scholars in the district to warrant the opening of the school 
and the children living in that neighborhood are allowed 
travel at the rate of ten cents a day for each pupil attending 
school in the city proper. 

The Union street school building has had many needed 
repairs during the year. The building has been painted 
thoroughly, ceilings whitened, new curtains hung through- 
out the building to replace ones which were dilapitated and 
injurious to the pupils’ eyes, so that the building at the 
present time is in first-class condition and is much appreci- 
ated both by the teachers and pupils. New iron gates at 
the entrances have recently been added to the exterior 
which adds greatly to the appearance of the building and 
keeps the boys from making a lounging place of the door- 
ways after school hours. The total expense for the repairs 
made was $473.27. 

The Orange street building has had but little done in the 
line of repairs during the past year, it having been thor- 
oughly repaired the year previous, so that it is in good con- 
dition and will need but little repairs during the next few 
years. 

High School. The retiring committee on claims and ac- 
counts strongly advocated the remodeling of the building 
so that more ample room could be had to do the work re- 
quired in a high school. The committee, immediately after 
being appointed, set to work to procure plans for the 
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changes necessary to the building, and the city councils, 
without any unnecessary delay, granted us a sufficient sum to 
do the work. After the plans had been carefully prepared 
by Architect Brown of Dover, bids were advertised for and 
the following contractors responded as follows:

Rupert P. Bishop, of Dover, being the lowest, was 
awarded the contract and commenced work on the first 
day of July, and completed the work September Ist, just 
in time for the commencement of the fall term. 

The building was thoroughly renovated on the interior, 
and at the commencement of the fall term, new apartments 
had to be procured for the seventh, eighth and ninth gram- 
mar grades, which were also located in this building. The 
committee, after careful survey, finally established the eighth 
and ninth grades, which are under the charge of Principal 
Allen, on the upper floor of Conqueror, No. 4, hose house, 
which is situated in the rear of the High school building, 
minor repairs having been made to the building, making 
the room a very commodious one and in every way well 
fitted for school purposes, and the committee desire at this 
time to express thanks to the engineer of the fire depart- 
ment, who so kindly assisted them, and for the gratitude 
shown us at all times. 

The seventh grade Grammar is taught by Miss Nellie 
Merrick and is at present temporarily located in one of the 
recitation rooms of the High school building. 

The sixth grade Grammar is under the charge of Miss 
Ina Cheney and is located on Pleasant street, in the hall of 
Alert hose company, and although the room is rather small 
for school purposes much good work is being done. 

The fifth grades Grammar are taught by Miss Alicia Law- 
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lor on Orange street and Miss Stella Downing on Green 
street. 

In order that the citizens shall know what repairs have 
been made to the High school building, we will give a brief 
account of the same. 

The upper floor, which consisted of the main school room 
and two recitation rooms, has been remodeled so that the 
main room consists of the entire upper floor, with the ex- 
ception of two small ante-rooms, one being used for the 
girls’ wardrobe and the other for a teachers’ room. The 
rooms have been thoroughly painted and ceiling frescoed. 

The ground floor, which was used for the Grammar 
school, consisted of two school rooms and two small recita- 
tion rooms, and has been remodeled into four large and 
commodious class-rooms for High school purposes. 

The rooms consist of two class-rooms, a Physical labora- 
tory anda Chemical laboratory, which have been fitted up in 
the best possible manner and equipped with all the modern 
improvements for such work. 

The basement consists of a boiler room, coal room, store 
room and two toilet rooms, which are well lighted and ven- 
tilated. 

The repairs on the exterior of the building consisted of 
painting and repairing the belfry, the painting of all the 
wood work, repairing the brick walls, changing two small 
entrances into one large entrance in the centre of the build- 
ing, erecting a porch over the entrance. 

The corridor is large and commodious, and has two large 
oak stairways leading to the room above, and also two en- 
trances leading to the basements below. The building is 
well equipped for High school purposes, and is large enough 
to accommodate the pupils for years to come. 

The total amount expended on the building was $3,068.71.

REPORT OF JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE 
WeerinANCE ON AUDITING ACCOUNTS. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H. February 28, 1899. 
To the City Councils of the City of Somersworth : 


Gentlemen :—We hereby certify that we have carefully , 
examined the books of the city treasurer of the city of 
Somersworth, and find that they are kept in the form pre- 
scribed by ordinance and by the joint standing committee 
on claims and accounts; that we have compared the charges 
of payments with the orders for the same and find them 
correct. We find the charges properly entered under the 
different headings prescribed by the said committee, and 
find the footings correct and to compare with the amounts 
paid out. We find that the city treasurer has properly and 
truly accounted for all sums of money received by him, and 
also for all amounts paid out. 

We also hereby certify that we have carefully examined 
the books and accounts of the city clerk from March Ist 
1898, to March Ist, 1899, and we find the books kept in the 
form prescribed by ordinance under the direction of the 
joint standing committee on claims and accounts; we find 
all payments properly vouched for. We have also compared

the orders with the checks drawn by the city treasurer and 
find them correct in every particular. We find said clerk 
has accounted for all sums of money that should be col- 
lected by him and has paid the same over to the city 
treasurer. 

We also certify that we have examined the books kept by 
the city marshal and find they are in the form prescribed 
by ordinance or by the joint standing committee on claims 
and accounts ; and find that the books are correctly kept 
and properly footed, and that the city marshal has promptly 
paid over to the city treasurer all sums of money which he 
has received, and has diligently collected all sums of money 
due the city. 

We also certify that we have carefully examined the 
books of the clerk of police court and find that there are 
due from divers persons sums of money aggregating $10.82 
that have not been collected; and we further find that there 
are certain fees which should be paid to the said clerk, for 
the benefit of the city, which he has not been in the habit 
of collecting, and which should be regulated in some way, 
either by the joint standing committee on claims and ac- 
counts or by the judge of police court. We have not been 
able to complete our work with reference to the books of 
said clerk, but will make further report at some future 
time.
